WASHINGTON (/)—European 
communists may be compelled to 
switch tactics as a result of their 
defeat in Italy.

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Senate Passage of Taft-Ellender 
Bill Focuses Attention on Housing Shortage 


Passage of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner long range housing 
bill focuses attention on a matter which is still with us— 
that of finding enough homes for our people. particularly 
veterans. This piece of legislation has been lying in com- 
mittee for quite some time and its sudden approval by the 
senators may come as a surprise to many people... 

There have been many arguments against the govern- 
ment going into the housing business, some of them justified 
and proper. The increased tendency of our people to rely 
more and more upon Uncle Sam is a dangerous phenomena 
which if uncurbed could become a serious threat to our 
very freedom. At the same time, however, homes must be 
built. The philosophy of government control vs. free enter- 
prise doesn’t mean much to a veteran family of four or 
more living in a one-room apartment or with in-laws. 

It is unfortunate that a vital matter such as housing 
must pass into ‘the hands of the federal government which it 
virtually will if the house concurs in the senate decision. 
While it is true that assistance will be given in the main 
to low-cost homes, which proponents of the Taft-Ellender bill 
say private industry has never desired to build, the fact 
remains that it will result in placing even more power in 
the harids of Washington. There are many public-spirited 
citizens who doubt the advisability of this trend. 

But we must have homes, all of the 15,000,000 new 
hontes contemplated by the bill in the next 10 years. How 


_can we attain post-war stability if we do not have homes 


in which to live and properly bring up our children? Too 
many of the new residences built since the war are absolute- 
ly too high for the average veteran to buy even if he is 
able to secure a G.I. loan. Paying for a $9,000 house at 
$50-$60 a month may seem possible now but how about 
five or ten years from now when ‘prices go down and with 
it wages? How is the average wage-earner going to be 
ab'e to afford payments that high? : 

There will be many people who will say that private 
industry has had its opportunity to solve the housing short- 
agé and failed and judging from the results thus far they 
might be right. Very little effort has been made in the di- 
rection of producing low-cost homes or rentals and the 
building of a house, because of high labor and material 
costs. has been prohibitive for a great many people. This 
one factor must have been in the main responsible for 
moving the sesate in action on the Taft-Ellender bill. If 
the house follows suit and the President signs it into law, 
we, as @ people, must admit that we have brought the whole 
thing upon ourselves. By failing to put on a concentrated 
effort to reduce building costs and sacrificing as we did 
during the: war so that our retutned veterans could have 
homes, we have put out the “welcome mat” for more gov- 
ernmental control. And in this case, we certainly have no 
‘one to ‘blame but ourselves. i
